States In an effort to discover th# 
cause of the spread of pellagra, a dis­ 
ease of which no authentic case was 
recorded In America till seven years 
ago. 
Pellagra is distinguished by an 
eruption of the skin resembling ec- 
cema, but It is a much more serious 
ailment. 
It frequently causes Insan­ 
ity, and Is fatal In more than 60 per 
cent of the caws. 
The physicians at 
present think that It Is caused by eat­ 
ing food made from corn which has 
been spoiled by the appearance of 
some fungus growth. 
It prevails In 
those parts of Europe where corn is 
commonly used aa a food. 
There are 
thirty thousand cases of It In Routna* 
nla; In certain parts of Italy from 
one-third to one-half of the popula­ 
tion is suffering from it; and In Spain 
It is said that two persons out of ev­ 
ery hundred have it. 
The disease has 
been known in Spain since 1736, and 
In Italy since 17D0. It was first noted 
In the United States In Georgia after 
the Influx of Italians had beg in. Dur­ 
ing the present summer cases have 
been reported In .Massachusetts, In II- 
nols—there are said to be a hundred 
and fifty cases in an insane asylum in 
that State—in North Carolina, Ala­ 
bama and Mississippi. 
When the dis­ 
ease in the Illinois insane asylum was 
diagnosed us pellagra, the use of corn 
as food was stopped. Pellagra has not 
hitherto been prevalent in America, It 
Is supposed, for the reason that the 
climate is better suited to raising and 
preserving corn than that of southeHQ 
Europe. 
It has been suggested that 
one cause of its appearance here Hee 
in the consumption of corn that has 
been sent to market before it Is thor­ 
oughly dry. 
Such corn heats In the 
cars, but It Is ground up as cattle feed, 
and doubtless some of it gets into the 
kitchens, 
There Is no need for any 
one to be seriously alarmed over the 
matter, for the average American fam­ 
ily eats so many other tilings besides 
corn that it Is In little danger of con 
tract l u g the disease.

'Some AmericanffOMtnnAwat 


The names of the makers of the nation, Washington, Jefferson, Jackson, 
Madison, Monroe, are easily recognized, but sometimes a minor hero wins 
renown, Is exalted In the minds of the people, his name Is used, and later 
men forget why. 
Nine States of this country have In their list of geographic nouns, ap­ 
plied either to towns, counties or county seats, the names of Jasper and New­ 
ton. 
And the list does not include the Newton which meant New Town, 
nor the other two, named, one for Sir Isaac Newton and the other for an 
American Isaac Newton. 
The United Stales Geological Survey, bulletin No. 258, gives the origin 
of certain place names in this country. 
It says, briefly enough, that the 
Jasper of Arkansas, Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Mississippi and Texas, 
and Newton of Arkansas, Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Mississippi arid 
Texas are named for two sergeants of the Revolutionary War—Sergeant 
William Jasper of Fort Moultrie, S. C., fame, and Sergeant William Newton. 
In June, 1778, when the British ships w'ere attacking Fort Moultrie, Ihe 
crescf*nt flag of South Carolina fell outside the walls of the fort on the 
beach. 
Sergeant Jasper leaped outside the defending walls, walked the 
length of the fort, picked up the flag, fastened It on a sponge staff and, In 
sight of the fleet, fixed It on the bastion. 
As he came hack his companions 
gave him three cheers, and he had passed Into the ranks of Immortal heroes. 
Sergeant. Jasper having distinguished himself, Colonel Moultrie gave him a 
sort of free-lance assignment, telling him to go where he willed, to watch 
and see where he could best serve his country. 
Ile was privileged to select 
from his regiment such men as ho wished to accompany him on these per­ 
sonally conducted expeditions, and having selected Sergeant William New­ 
ton, the two prepared to do that which has placed their names on tide map 
of the Western continent 
A Mrs, Jones was In great and natural distress because her husband, 
with other American war prisoners, was to be taken Into Savannah to be 
hanged. 
Jasper, thinking that the guard accompanying these American 
prisoners would In all probability stop for water at a certain spring, hid 
with Newton lh the bushes near by. 
When the guard of eight British sol­ 
diers came two were left with the prisoners while the others went down 
to the spring for water. Jasper and Newton leaped from behind the bushes 
and shot, the sentinels. The others surrendered. 
Mr. Jones was restored to 
his family. The spring was henceforth called Jasper’s Spring, 
At. the siege of Savannah, In October, 1779, Jasper met his death, as 
did perhaps a better remembered man, Pulaski. 
The French and South 
Carolinians, working together, were trying to fix their colors on the par­ 
apet. 
Three American lieutenants had essayed in vain to raise the colors 
given by Mrs. Elliot and fallen mortally wounded. Jasper seized the standard 
of the South ( a roll na regiment, fastened it where it meant victory, nm! fell 
Into a ditch shot. 
A monument at Charleston and at least two poems, "The 
Death of Jasper and the 'Swamp Steed," show that a later generation is 
no unmindful of the bravery of the past. 
It Is well that even between the 
covers of a text book of geography there should ho enshrined heroic deeds, 
and that the names of town and county should perpetuate the best moments 
and acts of those who have passed on.

The Klondike was 
a poor man’s ramp In Ita inception, 
and paid the original locators from the 
grass roots down. 
So rich were the 
claims that the first miners got money 
sufficient to purchase their supplies 
during the first winter after discovery 
by panning the dirt off their dumps 
w I th me! te d sn ow'. 
Some of the best dlacoverlea in Alas­ 
kan of recent years have been at ; ich 
depths in the frozen ground that It 
w’aa useless for a man without capital 
to attempt to open a claim. 
It requir­ 
ed money to put In the appliance for 
thawing the frozen ground and sink­ 
ing to considerable depth. 
But men 
with capital are now willing to take 
over ail such properties, and develop­ 
ment proceeds apace. 
If reports should prove to be true, 
the Innoko country promises to give 
the poor man a chance to make a 
mine.

The Chinese point of view is often 
surprising to the Western mind, and 
therefore Interesting. 
For example, 
they hold every scrap of writing to be 
sacred, no matter what the characters 
express—the merest commercial mes­ 
sage or advertisement Included, de­ 
clares a writer In the San Francisco 
Chronicle. Since Confucius used those 
characters to teach his wisdom, they 
are holy. 
In the average Chinese community, 
all letters and waste paper are 
laid 
away In a clean receptacle to awalt 
the collector, who appears at regular 
intervals to transfer the waste palters 
to the sacred furnace. 
If the papers 
are burned by the Chinese in their 
own homes, the ashes of the sacred 
writings would mingle with the ashes 
of wood and other fuel, and the ashes 
of Chinese writings are as sacred as 
the writing Itself, 
The ashes from the sacred furnace 
are placed In sacks, the sacks are con­ 
veyed by wagons to the s»*a, and there, 
In a boat, are carried out where the 
tide runs swift and consigned to the 
waves. 
The boat, known as a Mon 
War boat, belongs to the Mon War 
Sher, which Is a lodge with branches 
everywhere, organized and maintain­ 
ed for the purpose of paying reverence 
to the spirit of Confucius. 
The furnace in the Chinatown which 
nearly every large city In the United 
States harbors Is generally a brick, 
oven like structure about five feet high. 
Opposite it on the wall there will us­ 
ually he MI inscription of the charac­ 
ter of the following: "The spirits of 
our ancestors are pleased that we keep 
sacred the writings of our country." 
The society of Mon War Sher -club 
of the beautiful writing 
is made up 
in each case of the prominent deni­ 
zens of Chinatown, who support it by 
voluntary subscription*, which pay the 
salaries of the keeper and his assist­ 
ant.

cite an acid fermentation. 
The acid 
so formed attacks the enamel of the. 
teeth, and this Is finally perforated. 
Now the door 
is 
opened for the 
germs of decay to enter. 
In this min­ 
ute opening in the enamel they find a* 
sheltered spot where they can increase, 
and by their action cause the destruc­ 
tion of the vulnerable dentine. 
This whole process of the formation* 
of the destructive add may take place 
within a single day, lf the toilet of 
the mouth is neglected. 
Seeing how easy It Is for this de­ 
structive work 
to

started, one 
should make trips to the dentist very 
regularly, that damage already done 
may be repaired, and that the deposit* 
which settle on the teeth in the form 
of tartar may be cleaned away,

tartar does serious damage as long ae 
It Is allowed to stay, and It cannot 
be removed by any home treatm ent—

You’ve stood at a railway crossing, watch­ 
ing a modern 120 ton locomotive moving at 
thirty miles an hour and trailing after it 
twenty-flve or more steel coal cars, each with 
100,000 pounds of coal, b u ry in g toward its 
ultimate market? 
Did it ever occur to you 
that for every 100,000 tons of coal whisking 
past you in this manner the toll of one hu- 
_______ man life already baa been taken at the mine? 
But the dead man at the mine may not be the most 
•erlous of the community problems, 
His Injured broth­ 
er, perhaps a helpless burden upon tim community from 
the moment of the accident until the end of a long life, 
may be the more pitiable figure of the two. 
And for 
every 25,000 tons of coal produced th*re Is tho injured 
man at the mine 
Applying the death arid injured rate 
to the 300.0o0.000 tons of coal produced annually HT 
the whole country the dead man at the mine numbers 
800 a n i the army of the Injured must number 1,200 
men. 


SCIENCE RETURNING TO THE MYTHS. 
R y W alter Freeman Cooling. 
Science is slowly approaching the myths. 
To one acquainted with current literature the 
discovery of the mythical nature of matter 
and of tho nature und function of the arch­ 
a n g e ls , the parents of species, comes with 
the force of a new revelation. 
Chemiatry, 
biology, and physics are near to the mythi­ 
cal doctrine that the ultimate particles of 
s u b s ta n c e are 
spiritual 
entities 
possessing 
consciousness, person ality, and Intelligence, and that the 
so-called chemical elements, or the ions which deter­ 
mine the character of the group or family which con­ 
stitutes the chemical atoms, are vastly inferior In 
power, although substantially similar to the substance 
which can on the most extended wale set up the aeries 
of reactions which chemical matter eau only occa-dou 
ally begin. 
Those su b stan ces, the "breathers,” are the souls of 
p u n ts and animals In whom the natural forces reach 
their highest powers and perfection of being.

grasshopper, is the conclusion of a process analogous 
to th** Hindoo doctrine of Karma, the consequence of its 
ionic life. 
The superstitions of science have their root in the 
medieval concept of matter. 
All the superstitions of 
modern science are directly or indirectly related to the 
mechanical concept of matter. 
This concept, inherited 
from the scholastic, first received a blow from the the­ 
ory of the organic descent of plan.* and animals from 
the natural forces and substances.

Ways and means were always a pressing problem In 
our household, and the amount of meat on the table, 
the new pair of shoes, the day s outing, or the text­ 
book for school were dependent upon my father's luck 
in the chase. 
Well I remember the suppressed eager­ 
ness arid the suspense with which I waited to learn 
each morning what the results of his past night’s toil 
had been; how many tram ps he had gathered in and 
what the chances wee© of convicting them. 
Arid so it 
was when later, flu a Cramp, I succeeded in eluding 
some predatory constable I could not but feel sorry 
for the little boys und girls at home In that constable’s 
house; It seemed to me in a way that I xvas defrauding 
those little boy* and girls of some of the good things 
of life.

RECORDS OF NOTED AEROPLANES. 


H o e Xnow, Ire, ttnln aud .Hist Ara 
llet»r<**euf ed. 
It is not until extraordinary settings 
are to be presented—winter 
scenes, 
rain scenes, or birds in flight, for in­ 
stance—that the 
artist displays 
his 
best ingenuity and Inventiveness. 
A 
group of musk oxen, for example, re­ 
quire a foot of snow'. 
The beasts are 
shown, 
males, 
females 
and 
their 
calves, knee deep in snow, which Is 
nothing cooler than granulated paraf­ 
fin. 
The animals are startled and 
stop to gaze, but, as seen by their 
tracks, they have been rooting for the 
sparse grass beneath the heavy fall, 
and their snouts and faces show frozen 
snow dust—«melted paraffin spattered 
with a stiff brush, 
lf a scene with 
opaque strikingly lends itself to the 
illusion. 
And as hoar frost is made, 
sd is snow dust imitated. 
A rain scene is artistically imitated 
fly means of glycerine. 
leav es of 
trees and twigs and shrubs are coated 
with this liquid, which, when thinly 
spattered over the fur of a mounted 
animal, looks exactly like fallen mist 
or condensed fog, or like early morn­ 
ing dew. 
Birds in flight, like the larger ani­ 
mals, are mounted after instantaneous 
photographs. 
With 
wings 
and 
tail 
feathers spread, and with legs lying 
close, they appear to soar In a general 
direction, no two birds, however, being 
posed anywhere near alike, and even 
the angle of flight varying with the 
individual, as is made 
possible 
by 
their suspension with Invisible plat­ 
inum wires. 
Not only are such birds 
shown darting skyward from a thicket, 
but the ascent takes place from their 
hatching ground. 
The sand is thickly

with 
various 
nests—actual 
nests, stolen bodily—and 
here 
and 
there are broken shells showing where 
broods have been hatched, 
Here thfe 
tiny birds, still dependent upon their 
mothers, sit in nests, bills open await­ 
ing a welcome contribution.

young birds have managed to quit tin 
paternal home, and are striking out 
for themselves avnong the shells on thi 
sand.—Pearson’s Magazine.

In England we have 
excellent roads, as to other countries 
of Europe. 
“Road building and road Improve­ 
ment are done through the township 
unit system.

ing new ones in borne by the property 
owners in proportion to the value of 
their holdings 
Most of the modern 
roads of England have a foundation 
of brick—not the ordinary brick, but 
brick of large size. 
Upon this foun­

placed several

•oil, and on top of this soil blue­ 
stone, which is ground into the soil 
by means of the steam rollers, This 
m akes a first class, durable road that 
will keep In good condition during ail 
seasons of the year.

When the Texas Legislature appro­ 
priated $10,000 for a monument to 
General Sam Houston, to be erected 
over his grove at Huntsville, It stipu­ 
lated that the monument should be of 
Texas granite and that the appropria­ 
tion should become void Sept. I, 1909, 
Oddly enough, writes H. Ii. Chamber­ 
lain in the 
Chicago 
Record-Herald, 
sculptors eager to secure the honor of 
making the monument neglected to in­ 
form themselves of essential conditions 
and submitted plans for monuments 
to be developed In bronze. 
Until Aug. 
I, Just one short month before the ex­ 
piration of the allotted time, but one 
plan in accordance with 
ideas 
ex­ 
pressed in the measure making the 
appropriation had been presented. This 
plan, by F rank Telch of Llano, pro­ 
posed the erection of a plain shaft. 
Another sculptor. Pompeo Coppini of 
San Antonio, who had 
designed 
a 
bronze monument, was given a second I 
opportunity by Governor Campbell to 
prepare new plans for one of granite. 
Sam Houston wa* born in Virginia 
of Irish-Scotch stock. 
His father, who 
died when he wras a lad of 13, served 
in the Revolutionary War, and at Its 
close was appointed Major and Assist­ 
ant 
Inspector 
General 
of 
frontier 
troops. 
He has been described as a 
man of large frame, commanding pres­ 
ence, indomitable courage, and a pas­ 
sion for m ilitary life. The mother was 
also remarkable for her magnificent 
physique and forceful character. After 
her husband’s death she removed with 
her family of six sons and three daugh­ 
ters to Tennessee, then the frontier, 
where white pioneers came into close 
contact with savage life. 
The educa­ 
tion gained in a few months at an 
old field school was necessary rudi­ 
mentary. 
This, with a session or two 
at the Academy of Maryville, was all 
the schooling that the man destined 
to be Governor of two States, President 
of a republic, Congressman and Unit­ 
ed States Senator ever had. 
The com­ 
mand of strong, dignified and stirring 
Englishi which was his, must have 
been due to the quality of ills reading, 
for he w'as a man of few books. 
As 
a boy he devoured Popes translation 
of the Iliad. When in command of the 
Texas army he studied Ca*sar’s Com­ 
mentaries, as did Miles Standish, an 
Indian fighter of an earlier clay. 
Later 
he read and appreciated Shakespeare 
and perused the Billie so constantly 
that its phraseology tinged his oratory. 
Even the former president of Harvard 
College would admit that his choice 
of books was good. 
When the war between England and 
the United States broke out, young 
Houston marched away with the Ten­ 
nessee Volunteers as ensign. 
To pun­ 
ish the Creeks for the massacre at Fort 
Hima, Ala., volunteer 
troops 
under 
Jackson and Coffee were sent to Ala­ 
bama. 
Houston's regiment was with 
them, and at To-ho pc ka, the most 
hotly contested battle e ver fought by 
Indians against disciplined white sol­ 
diers, he displayed such conspicuous 
courage as to win General Jackson's 
lifelong friendship. 
He was promoted 
to a Hentenantcy for his bravery, and 
when his wounds, whi< h neve r entirely 
healed, permitted him to report for 
duty, he was sent as agent to the Cher­ 
okee Indians. 
While in Washington 
on business connected with the sale of 
Cherokee lands he was rebuked for 
appearing before Calhoun, Secretary of 
War. in Indian costume instead of in 
his uniform. 
A little later he success­ 
fully defended himself against charges 
affecting his official conduct, but the 
spirit of the inquiry instituted by Cal­ 
houn offended him, and he resigned, 
having served in the army five years. 
He determined to become a lawyer, 
a profession which In those days meant 
politics even more than now. 
After 
six months of study in the law office 
of dairies Trimble at Nashville he was 
admitted to the Tennessee bar, and 
went to Lebanon to practice. 
Within 


paign that followed demonstrated his 
tremendous hold upon the common peo­ 
ple, 
He made a thorough cam ass of 
the State, arousing wild enthusiasm by 
his eloquent appeals for preservation 
of the Union. 
He was ejected, and was 
Inaugurated as Governor Dec. 21, 1859. 
A special session of the legislature 
met Jan. 21, 1860, to act on South Car­ 
olina’s Invitation to join the Confed­ 
eracy. 
A general election 
had 
pre­ 
viously expressed secession sentiment. 
Houston opposed every step of the se­ 
cessionists. but was defeated. 
When 
Texas seceded, Houston refused to take 
the oath of allegiance to the Confed­ 
eracy and was deposed as Governor. 
Strong in personality, one of the 
great Individualists of American his­ 
tory, the name of Sam Houston is as 
indelibly inscribed upon the scroll of 
the nation as that of the lion© Star 
State Itself. 
He was to Texas its son 
and its father, and no hero * of 
the 
Southland Is stronger In thenaffeetlons 
of Its people than the man of San 
Jacinto.

The recent discovery near Yeovil of 
an ancient British gold torque and the 
consequent inquiry by the coroner and 
his jury as to the m anner and nature 
of the find are of some Interest to land 
owners as well as to antiquarians, says 
Country Life. Treasure trove, accord­ 
ing to an old definition, i^s any gold or 
silver In coin, plate or bullion found 
concealed in a house or in the earth 
or other place, the owner thereof being 
unknown. The essence of the thing la 
concealment; 
the 
article may have 
been deliberately hidden or buried by 
the owner; if it has only been aban­ 
doned, thrown away or lost, it is not 
treasure trove, and belongs 
to 
the 
finder as against every one but the 
true owner when 
he turns 
up 
and 
claims it. 
If the article is treasure 
trove, on the other hand, it belongs 
either to the crown or to the person, 
generally to the lord of the manor, to 
whom the franchise of treasure trove 
may have been granted by the crown. 
It Is the duty of any person who 
finds an article that may come kinder 
the designation of treasure trove to in­ 
form the coroner of the district, who 
thereupon calls together a jury to in­ 
quire what the find consists of, who 
was the finder and who was the orig­ 
inal owner, so far as any Information 
on the last point is available. 
Such 
Inquiry has, however, no jurisdiction 
to determine any question of title to 
the find, nor to decide whether the ar- 
tlcls Is treasure trove or not; 
these 
points must be settled, lf there Is any 
dispute, by the decision of the king** 
bench division; but where gold or sli­ 
ver articles whose owner is unknown 
are found concealed or burled in one 
place, all lying together, there is a 
presumption that they were intention­ 
ally hidden for the benefit of the de­ 
positor and that they are 
therefore 
treasure trove.
